SHOOTING STARS VISIBLE 
IN NORTHWESTERN SKIES 


Astronomers Explain That Each 
Year at This Time Earth’s 
Orbit Crosses Path. 


The appearance of a large num- 
ber of meteors, commonly called 
shooting stars, in the sky during 
the last few evenings is a natural 
phenomenon observed in the 
period from Nov. 12 to 14 every 
year in greater or less degree. Most 
of the meteors observable here 
were seen in the northwestern sky 
and prescribed parabolic courses 
toward the horizon. 

Astronomers say that large 
masses Of astral material whirl in 
an orbit around the sun. The chief 
mass prescribes a circuit of the 
sun every 33% years. But there 
are trailing nebulae strung out 
around the circle. Each year the 
earth’s orbit, between Nov. 12 and 
14, crosses the path of the solar 
ring. Gravity attracts meteors 
from their course around the sun 
and they plunge into the’ earth's 


with the air and being consumed 
before striking the earth. 

Each 33% years the earth strikes 
heavier masses of meteors and the 
phenomenon called “star showers’”’ 
occurs, The last recorded _ star 
shower occurred in 1899 and an- 
other is due in .1932.

HENRY FORD MADE 
DEFENDANT IN SUIT 
FOR $6,000,000 


Action Grows Out of Deal 
in 1922 Whereby He 
Bought Lincoln Motor 
Co. for $8,000,000. 


BASED ON ALLEGED 
VERBAL AGREEMENT 


Auto Magnate Charged 
With Failing to Keep 
Promise to Pay Stock- 


holders in Old Firm. 


By the Associated Press. 

PONTIAC, Mich., Nov. 15.— 
Henry Ford was named defendant 
in a chancery suit involving $6,- 
000,000 filed in circuit court here 
today by Henry M. Leland and his 
son Wilfred C. Leland, in behalf of 
nearly 2000 stockholders in the 
old Lincoln Motor Co. 

The suit grows out of the trans- 
action in February, 1922, whereby 
Ford bought from the Lelandsg for 
$8,000,000 the Lincoln Motor Co., 
then in the hands of a receiver. 
The bill of complaint filed today 
charges Ford failed to Keep a ver- 
bal agreement to buy the outstand- 
ing stock of the active stockho!d- 
ers in whose behalf the Lelanids 
are ’suing. Henry M. Leland was 
president and Wilfred C. Leland 
vice president of the Lincoln Co. 
The suit is brought under a pow- 
er of attorney granted them by 
the stockholders. 

The Legal Action Sought. 

In their petition filed with the 
bill of complaint, the Lelamds ask 
that the stock of the new Lincoln 
Motor Co., incorporated March 29, 
1922, issued in consideration of the 
transfer of the assets of the old 
company and now held by the 
Fords, be decreed to be held in 
trust for the benefit of the plain- 
tiff stockholders. In lieu of other 
arrangements specified in the pe-. 
tition, the court is requested to de- 
cree that the Fords be held per- 
sonally liable to the plaintiffs in 
the amounts found to have been 
invested by them, respectively, with 
interest at 5 per cent. 

It recites that the old Lincoln 
Motor Co. was placed in receiver- 
ship, Nov. 8, 1921, following a 
period of industrial depression. 
The company ata sale arranged by 
the receiver, according to the bill, 
was bought by Ford on Feb. 4, 
1922. Ford, the bill states, paid 
the Lelands $8,000,000 and osrreed, 
besides paying the stockholders, to. 
pay off all creditors of ihe old 
company. The outstanding stock, 
which Ford agreed to pay off ag- 
gregated, according to the com- 
plaint, about $6,000,000. 

The bill further sets forth that it 
was agreed between the Lelands 
and Ford that a new company 
would be formed to take over the 
assets of the original corporation 
and that the new company would 
continue under the control and di- 
rection of the Lelands, who were to 
give it their experience and good 
will. 

When the new company was or- 
ganized, the Lelands were placed 
in charge of operations, the bill 
sets forth. The new company, it 
adds, met with “extraordinary stic- 
cess,’ using the selling organization 
of the old corporation. The Fords, 
the bill states, “came into posses- 
sion of a going concern, the fzir 
value of which was upward of 
$25,000,000.” 

Some Stockholders Paid, 

The Fords paid some of the 
stockholders but when the busi- 
ness was fully re-established, the 
piaintiffs allege, the Fords “took 
the same from the direction and 
control of the Lelands and have 
since directed and controlled it 
themselves.”’ 

The plaintiffs set forth their be- 
lief that. “the Fords sought legal 
counsel as to their liability for pay- 
ment of the claims of creditors, 
with the purpose of seeking to 
avoid payment.” 

“Thereafter,” the complaint 
adds, “Henry Ford permitted it to 
be announced in various newspa- 
pers and magazines that he had 
voluntarily and as a matter of gen- 
erosity paid the creditors in full 
and permitted his alleged conduct 
in so doing to be characterized as 
an act of beneficence and generos- 
ity."’ 

Four residents of St. Louis, all 
former stockholders in the Lincoln 
company, are named ‘among the 
plaintiffs in the suit. They are 
August B. Loud, Harold L. Loud, 
Louis R. Krause and Ernest J. 
Krause.

Partner, 15 Miles Away, 
Who Gives Alarm. 


BROTHER-IN-LAW 
OF VICTIM SOUGHT 


Quarrel Over Dead Man’s 
Second Marriage Given as 
Cause of Killing—Suspect 
Said to Be Deranged.

HIGHLANDS, N. J., Nov. 15.— 
An investigation started when shots 
were heard over the telephone led 
today to search for a brother-in- 
law of Herbert O. Meisterknecht, 
German-born inventor described as 
a former American naval officer, 
who was killed at the telephone 
in his workshop. 

Sounds that P. J. Olde, a law- 
yer, and partner of the dead man, 
heard in Elizabeth, 15 miles away, 
carried first intimation of the 
shooting. Olde, talking to the in- 
ventor about a new gasoline gauge, 
heard five shots, the receiver 
crashed against a wall and then 
came a thud. 

Olde telephoned the police and 
Dr. J. H. Rowland, Mayor of High- 
lands, found Meisterknecht’s body 
slumped by the telephone. There 
were three bullets in the back and 
one in the skull. 


Drove Off in Auto. 
Irving Parker, a boat owner, 


said a man who walked from the 
workshop yesterday after the 
shooting had handed him a card 


bearing the mame Alex Schreiber 
and & Cleveland address, and said, 


[ Siecha-ve just shot my brother-in- 


law.” “The Man then drove off in 
an automobile with another man, 
Parker said. Parker, who ‘was 
working on his boat a short dis- 
tance away, also heard the shots 
and went to investigate. 

A warrant charging murder was 
issued today for the arrest of 
Schreiber. Detectives and State 
troopers went with the warrant to 
Newark. where Schreiber is said to 
have lived and worked recently. 

Parker said Schreiber had told 
him Meisterknecht had a wife and 
children in Yonkers, N. Y., when 
he married Schreiber’s sister. 
Parker also told of an argument 
Saturday between Meisterknecht 
and Schreiber. 

“Don’t believe anything he says,” 
the inventor told Parker. “He 
isn’t all there.” 

Meisterknecht was divorced from 
his first wife three years ago and 
married again in Cleveland about 
18 months ago. Friends quoted 
Meisterknecht as saying’ that 
Schreiber disapproved his sisters 
marriage because of the divorce. 


Threatened With Arrest. 
Meisterknecht considered his 
brother-in-law unreasonable and 
threatened to have him arrested 


as a mentally unbalanced person, 
friends said, 

The inventor’s 18-year-old son 
died during the summer from in- 
fantile paralysis. Mrs. Sophie 
Meisterknecht, the inventor's wid- 
ow, was held under $10,000 bond, 
and Parker, John Stasser, Parker's 
companion, and Olde under $5000 
bonds, all as material witnesses. 

Meisterknecht 1s reported to 
have said that after deserting the 
German navy he was commissioned 
a Lieutenant-Commander in_ the 
United States navy, in command of 
a destroyer during the World War. 

One of his recent inventions was 
a registering gasoline pump, for 
which he was commended by the 
New Jersey State Department of 
Weights and Measures. He was 
also reported to have recently 
completed a new internal combus- 
tion engine adapted to a low-grade 
fuel.

BURNS. ROARING 
LION. BECOMES AS 
A BLEATING LAMB 


Defiant ‘‘Bill’’ 
Ago Comes Meekly Back, 
Asking Chance 
Grand Jury.

“‘THAT LITTLE RUNT” 
HAS TURNED GIANT 


Director of Fall Jury Tam- 
pering Inquiry Turns De- 
tective Down; District At- 
torney “‘Sweats” Him.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—wWil- 
liam J. Burns went out of the 
courthouse last week a raging lion, 
but he came into it yesterday a 
bleating lamb, Seldom have a few 
days wrought such piteous changes. 
Gone was the old bluster and bel- 
licosity. He wasn’t the same Bill 
at all, 

Last week he emerged from the 
grand jury room breathing defi- 
ance and hurling threats.” He bel- 
lowed up and down the corridors 
that it was an outrage to suggest 
that the Wiliiam J. Burns Detec- 


tive Agency had done anything 
wrong in shadowing the jurors in 
the Fall-Sinclair trial.. He defied 
his traducers, and even took the 
offensive by accusing the Govern- 
ment itself of tampering with the 
jury. 

That was.last week. Since then 
the Government had sprung its 
mine, by disclosing that William J. 
McMullin, one of the Burns oper- 
atives, was secretly in the Govern- 
ment’s confidence, and had made 
daily reports to the District Attor- 
ney’s office on the activities of the 
Burns men. It had made public a 
statement which accused Burns 
himself of conniving at false re-. 
ports and a false affidavit intend- 
ed to precipitate a mistrial. 

A Changed Situation. 

It was a changed situation to 
which Burns returned yesterday 
but no more changed than the 
Burns who returned to it. He ut- 
tered no threats, issued no chal- 
lenges, made no counter-assaults. 
Meekly, he came into the anteroom 
of the District Attorney’s office, 
and mildly he asked for an oppor- 
tunity to explain. 

Neil Burkinshaw, the young as- 
Attorney whom 
Burns last week contemptuously 
caled “that little runt,” was all for 
letting Burns tell it to the marines. 
He informed the humbled Hawk- 
shaw that he had been given the 
opportunity last week to “lay his 
cards on the table,’”’ as he pro- 
fessed, and that repentance had 
come too late, 

It was plain that Burkinshaw 
did not fancy the diminutive which 
Burns invented for him, and “he 
was severe with the old sleuth. He 
told him that the District Attor- 
ney’s office was running the grand 
jury investigation, and did not pro- 
pose to have it used as a broad- 
casting station for Burns’ explana 
tions. If Burns had anything new to 
say, he could say it then and there, 
and Burkinshaw would decide 
whether it was of any value to the 
grand jury. 

Veteran Snooper Appeals. 

Hurt by this harsh treatment, 
the veteran snooper appealed over 
Burkinshaw’'s head to District At- 
torney Gordon. Gordon was dis- 
posed to support his assistant, but 
finally consented to hear Burns’ 
plea in the privacy of his office. 
After hearing it, he told Burns to 
return today. 

To use the District Attorney’s 
own eloquent language, he had de- 
cided to “let Burns stew in his own 
juice for another 24 hours.” In 
another expressive phrase, he de- 
scribed Burns’ request by saying 
that “he fairly crawled.” 

The reporters to whom Burns 
confidently addressed his defiant 
statement last week, could not get 
a word out of him yesterday. 
Humbled and crushed, he _ only 
shook his head and mumbled: “I 
can't say a thing, boys. I'm going 
to tell it to the grand jury to- 
morrow.” 

His son, W. Sherman Burns, 
tapped a bulging breast pocket, and 
said: “We have the papers here 
which will disprove everything 
that fellow McMullin has_ said.” 
But he did not appear to be suf- 
fering from over-confidence. 

Men’s Demeanor Changes, 

A similar change was noted in 
the demeanor of the Burns men 
who trailed behind. Gone was the 
confident, and even superior, man- 
ner of last week. Gone, alas, were 
the proud smiles with which they 
had heard “the chief" defy his

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15. — An 


investigation to determine whether 
there has been a criminal contempt 
of the District of Columbia Su- 
preme Court in connection with 
the Fall-Sinclair trial jury  sur- 
veillance scandal was ordered to- 
day by Justice Frederick L. Sid- 
dons. 

District Attorney Gordon, John 


E. Laskey, a former District At- 
torney, and James E. Easby-Smith, 
a prominent member of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia bar, were named 
by the Justice to conduct the in- 
quiry, and, if cause is found, to 
proceed “as expéditiously as pos- 
sible to prepare, filé;- present and 
prosecute in this court against 
such person or persons charges of 
criminal contempt of court, to the 
end that the authority and power 
of the court be vindicated, sus- 
tained and enforced.” 

Justice « Siddons, who was the 
trial Judge in the Fall-Sinclair 
case, based his action upon state- 
ments contained in the four affi- 
davits filed with him and which re- 
sulted in the declaration of a mis- 
trial in the celebrated Teapot 
Dome case. 

ese’ affidavits told of activities 
of detectives in the employ of the 
Burns Agency in shadowing jurors 
and of remarks attributed to Juror 
Edward J. Kidwell to the effect 
that he expected material gain for 
himself from the case. 


Figures in the Case. 
The affidavits referred to were 


made by Neil Burkinshaw, Walter 
M. Shea, Donald Key King and J. 


Ray Akers. 

King is the newspaper reporter 
who accused Kidwell of making 
the remarks about the case, while 
Akers, a street car conductor, is 
the man who told King the juror 
was talking indiscreetly about the 
case. Burkinshaw ts the Assistant 
District Attorney wha has been ac- 
tive in the investigation of the tam- 
pering charges. With Shea, another 
assistant district attorney, he made 
the charges against the Burns men. 

District Attorney Gordon has 
been actively directing the grand 
jury investigation into the oll scan- 
dal, and it was indicated that this 
work would take up all of his time 
until the grand jury was ready to 
report, probably the latter part of 
this week. 

Will Go Into Kidwell Case. 

The committee's inquiry will go 
especially into the charges that 
Juror Kidwell discussed the case 
before the mistrial was ordered two 
weeks ago today. While Kidwell 
was a witness before the grand 
jury, it has been made clear that 
the investigation conducted by that 
jury has not gone into his case, 
inasmuch as the only charge that 
might be brought against him 
would be that of contempt of court. 

Counsel for Kidwell today served 
notice on Gordon that he would ask 
for a hearing next Friday on a mo- 
tion of Kidwel] for a contempt rule 
against Akers, the street car con- 
ductor and on King, the newspaper 
reporter, who talked with Kidwell 
and then made affidavits to the 
Court. Kidwell denied charges 
against him and asserted that if 
any contempt was committed it 
was by King and Akers in persist- 
ing to talk with him about the 
case. 

The Grand Jury's Activity.

ASSASSIN FLINGS

Murdered Man Was Close 
Friend of Alfonse Palaz- 
zolo, a Victim of Gang- 
sters Last September. 


The Italian gang war claimed 
another victim at noon today when 
Ben Amato, 44 years'‘old, @ baker, 
1537 Hogan street, was shot to 
death at High and O'Fallon streets, 

Two gunmen accosted Amato on 
a vacant lot at the northeast cor. 
ner of the street intersection, and 
after angry words with him, fired 
five shots into. his body. Mortally 
wounded, Amato staggered across 
the street and fell in front of a 
saloon on the southeast corner,

The only eyewitness to the shoot- 
ing so far disclosed was Al Goolin- 
goski, proprietor of the saloon on 
the southeast corner of High and 
O'Fallon streets, He said he saw . 
Amato talking to the assaasing in 
the vacant lot across the street. 
They were disputing heatedly, and 
suddenly Amato turned away as if 
refusing to listen longer. Where- 
upon, Goolingoski said, the gunmen 
drew their pistols and shot him in 
the back. Goolingoski said the 
slayers wore long overcoats and 
felt hats, 

Police found a second pistol 
abandoned by the gunmen in their 
flight. It had beén dropped near 
where the first was thrown at 
Amato's body. 

A passerby told police that a 
few minutes before the shooting 
he was walking on High atreet 
south of O'Fallon street when a 
green Hudson coach bearing an Ill. 
inols license passed him slowly. 
He said the car stopped near 
O'Fallon street. Almost immediate- 
ly there were shots, the informant 
said, and two men ran toward the 
car.

NEW KINGSHIGHWAY 
VIADUCT COMPLETED 


Link in Boulevard Extending 
Through ‘Penrose Park 
Dedicated Today. 


A project that has been talked 
of for years was consummated 
this afternoon, when the new via- 
duct to carry Kingshighway 


through Penrose Park and over 
the Terminal Railroad _ tracks 
was dedicated and opened 
to traffic. This is the last 
link to be provided in Kings- 
highway proper, which now will 
be a broad boulevard from Gra- 
vois avenue to West Florissant 
avenue, a distance of about 10 
miles, Or nearly the width of the 
city. 

The dedication was under aus- 
pices of the North St. Louis Busi- 
ness Men’s Association, which ar- 
ranged a program of addresses by 
its officers and city and railroad 
officials. The association believes 
this improvement will help develop 
the district. Two granite tablets. 
inscribed with the names of the 
officials in charge of the project 
and with the insignia of the asso- 
clation, were placed on the 
bridge, together with a copper box 
with record of the occasion and of 
Penrose Park. 

Cost of the viaduct was $204,106. 
Tie Terminal, whose belt line 
runs beneath it, paid $125,000 of 
this and the city met the rest with 
1923 bond issue funds. Length of 
the bridge proper is about 500 feet, 
but, including approaches, _ total 
length is 1650 feet, from Penrose 
street on the south to Kingshigh- 
way Northwest (Bircher street) on 
the north. The 60-foot roadway 
is Of asphalt and concrete, except 
for 540 feet of macadam in the 
nerthern approach, where a deep 
fill of earth had to be made, and 
where it will not be feasible to in- 
stall pavement for a bout a year. 

The nine blocks of Kingshigh- 
way from the northern end of the 
bridge to West Florissant avenue 
have been paved for some time. The 
length of the bridge coincides with 
the width of Penrose Park, a recre- 
ational area remaining to be de- 
veloped. Work has been started 
towards completing Kingshighway 
Northwest froin this park to 
Broadway and _ Riverview drive, 
formin;; a connection to the Chain 
of Rocks section. A connection 
through the park also is to be 
made between the viaduct and the 
existing Kingshighway Northeast.

KIDNEY POISON 


COMMITIEE RETAINS 
TAX ON CAPITAL GAINS 


Action Comes in Executive 
Meeting of House Members 
Considering New Bill. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Re- 
tention in the new tax bill of pres- 
ent provisions for ‘taxing capital 
gains and capital losses tentatively 
was decided upon by the House 
Ways and Means Committee yester- 
day. 

This action was taken at the 

first of a series of executive meet- 
ings during which the committee 
will draft the new revenue measure 
that will be presented to Congress 
when it convenes. 
Chairma.a Green, in making the 
announcement, said the committee 
adopted as the basis of its work 
the recommendations for simplifi- 
cation of administration of the tax 
laws recently presented by the 
Joint Congressional Committee on 
Internal Revenue Taxation, | 

The chairman, who earlier in the 
day visited the White House, de- 
clined to say what he had dis- 
cuss-d with President Coolidge, nor 
would he indicate whether he be- 
lieved the committee would adhere 
to the Treasury recommendation to 
limit total tax reduction to $225,- 
000,000. 

In this connection he differed 
from Chairman Smoot of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee, who also 
was a caller at the White House. 
Senator Smoot afterwards said that 
he now believed the Treasury esti- 
mate represented the maximum cut 
possible, although at one time he 
had believed that a slash of $300,- 
003,000 could be effected. 

Smoot believes that $50,000,000 
at least will be needed for the first 
year’s work of controlling the Mis- 
sissippi River and he also would 
favor appropriation of $250,000,000 
in some farm relief bill. ‘ 

Green said, in discussing the 
work of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, that the Treasury had been 
réquested to furnish an estimate 
of the possible loss in revenue 
should the joint committee’s recom- 
mendation for computing earned 
income credit be adopted. 

The proposed change would sub- 
stitute for the present system, the 
following: 

‘In computing taxable net in- 
come allow a deduction equal to 10 
per cent of the amount of the 
earned net income, subject to max- 
imum and minimum limits equiva-

BANKRUPT TELLS 
OF BUYING FUR 
FROM DETECTIVE 


Head of Defunct Davison- 
Frank Co. Says Frank 
Williams Sold Him $600 
Worth of Skins. 


Testimony that Detective Ser- 


geant Frank Williams, a familiar 
figure in the downtown district, 
dealt in furs “on the side’ was 
given by Goliath Davison, vice 
President and treasurer of the de- 
funct Davison-Frank Fur Co., at a 
hearing before Referee in Bank- 
ruptcy Coles yesterday. 

Williams’ identity’ was estab- 
lished through interrogation con- 
cerning the purchase of 200 musk- 
rat skins by Davison from “Frank 
Williams” at $3 a skin several 
months ago. Check stubs in the 
Davidson-Frank check book show 
installment payments amounting to 
$600 to Williams for the skins. 

“Who is Williams; is he a fur 
broker?” inquired Referee Coles, 

“No, he is a detective,” Davi- 
son answered. 

Invited to give a complete ac- 
count of his dealings with Wil- 
liams, Davison said the detective 
was a frequent caller at the Davi- 
son-Frank concern, 1121-23 Wash- 
ington avenue. 

Says Detective Sold Furs. 

“He would drop in, say ‘hello’ 
and ask me if I needed any furs,”’ 
Davison explained. “He brought 
the 200 muskrat skins in himselfin 
a bag and left them on memoran- 
dum receipt. I paid him. ag I 
could, $100 ata time. I gave him 
a check for $135, the balance due 
on the $600 on Oct. 29. After he 
cashed the check I discovered that 
I didn’t have sufficient funds in 
the bank to meet a $500 check 
which I had issued, so Williams 
gave me the money back and I 
gave him another check dated Oct. 
31. Three days later I was placed 
in bankruptcy.” 

Davison said his first dealings 
with Detective-Sergeant Williams 
took place a year ago last Au- 
gust, when the detective brought 
in some muskrat skins and asked 
that they be made into coats for 


plying the trimming and labor. The 
coats were made and delivered, but 
last September Williams returned 
them, explaining that the relatives 
did not fancy the coats and asking 
that they be sold. A short time 
later Williams brought 86 mink 


made into coats for relatives. 
Williams Files Claim for Coats. 
The coats were ix the process of 
manufacture when the Davison- 
Frank Co. was placed in bankrupt- 
cy and Williams has filed a re- 


coats, on which he places a total 
value of $892. 

Davison testified that some of 
the muskrat skins purchased from 
Williams went into a coat made to 
the order of Mrs. Ruth Bender, 
wife of A. Samuel Bender, an at- 
torney. He said Mrs. Bender had

The Judges voted three to two 
to set free the former Under Secro- 
tary of Finance who was charged 
with conspiring to bring former 
Crown Prince Carol back to Ru- 
mania and to restore to him his 
rights of succession to the throne 
which have now fallen upon his 
€-year-old son, Michael. 

Arguing in Manoilsecu’s defense 
one of his lawers, Mihalache, d2- 
clared: 

“Our present system is balanced 
on the sharp edge of a sword. If 
it be the wish of the people, Prince 
Carol should return not only as 
Regent, but as King. One can stem 
a rivulet, but nota river. One can 
repress the wishes of the Govern- 
ment, but not the will of the 
people.” 


Reopened Dynastic Question. 
Reopening the dynastic question, 
which was settled by Caroi’s re- 
nunciation of the throne confirmed 
by law in January, 1926, the ar- 
rest and trial of Manoilescu aroused 
intense interest among Rumo?nians. 
The interest was increased by the 
defendant’s impassioned plea in his 
own behalf and the demand of the 
prosecution that he pay the full 
penalty of the law. The verdict 
was greeted with cheers. 
Manoilescu, descendant of Ru- 
manian revolutionaries, has been 
an unrelenting foe of the present 
Premier, Ionel Bratidno, whose 
family has been an all-powerful 
factor in Rumania for 50 years. 
His fight against the Bratiano 
family grew more unrelenting after 
1926 when Manoilescu became Un- 
der Secretary of Finance with the

Wanted to Support Regency.

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GUMMISSION PLAN 
IN FLOOD CONTROL 
URGED BY HAWES 


U. S. Senator Explains Pro- 
posal Calling for Expend- 
iture of $100,000,000 a 


Year for Ten Years. 


WOULD RAISE FUND 
BY ISSUING BONDS 


Asserts Government Should 
Assume Charge of Entire 
Subject Through Spe- 
cially Created Body. 


The “Missouri Plan,” for trans- 
ferring flood control and inland 
waterway ne,vigation from the jur- 
isdiction of the War Department to 
that of a new commission, to be 
appointed by the President, was 
explained by United States Sena- 
tor Harry B. Hawes of 8t. Louls 
in his address today before the 
Mississippi Valley Association, in 
its final day’s session at Hotel 
Statler. 


The proposed new commission, 
under the plan, would administer 
a fund of $100,000,000 a year for 
10 years, or $1,000,000,000 in all, 
which w6uld be provided by a bond 
issue, and would not be taken in 
any part from the prospective 
Treasury surplus. That surplus, 
Senator Hawes said, should be ap- 
plied to tax reduction and farm 
relief. 

Senator Hawes said the ‘“Mis- 
sour] Pian” was not a one-man 
product, was nonpartisan in char- 
acter and would be presented to 
Congress, if the association ap- 
proves it, as a nonpartisan pro- 
posal, being introduced by a Re- 
publican member in the House 
and a Démocrat in the Senate. 


Details of Hawes Plan. 


Setting forth the things which 
the Missouri plan proposes to do, 
Senator Hawes said: 

‘1. It places control of floods 
and navigation upon the Federal 
Government in this language: 

It is hereby declared to be the 
policy of Congress that the Fed- 
eral Government shall assume 
charge of the entire subject of 
flood control in the Mississippi 
Valley, and that fic 4d control, 
protection and improvement of 
navigation and conservation upon 
and along the Mississippi River 
and its tributaries, inlets and out- 
lets shall be administered and 
connected and correlated sub- 
jects under the jurisdiction of 
one Federal agency. 

2. It consolidates and unifies 
the agencies of the Government 
under one jurisdiction to carry out 
this policy. 

Proposes Tem-Year Program. 
“3. It creates a fund, which can 
not be interfered with by other 
agencies, for a 10-year program 
with annual expenditure of $1900,- 
000,000. 

“4. It creates a commission of 
five members to be appointed by 
the President and gives to this 
commission the necessary author- 
ity to carry out a plan of broad vi- 
sion, looking to continuity of work 

for both flood control and naviga- 
tion. 

a ee prevents ‘log-rolling, 
‘trading’ and ‘pork barrel’ legisla- 
tion for special projects, by placing 
all projects before a commission 
composed of two army engineers, 
two civilian engineers and one man 
selected for his experienced execu- 
tive ability. 

Adequate Salaries Provided, 

“6. It provides adequate moneys 
for payment of salaries of the 
commission, enabling the President 
to exercise his judgment in selec- 
tion of men of high attainment, 
and gives preference in employ- 
ment to present employes now en- 
gaged in river work. 

“7 It gives immediate prefer- 
ence to flood control, in engineer- 
ing efforts and money, preventing 
delay in the solution of the prob- 
fem. 

“g It provides for a plan of fi- 
nancing which will not interfere 
with proposed reduction of taxes 
or farm relief legislation. 

Other Projects to Go On. 
“Things it does not do.” Senator 

Hawes continued, “are: 

“7 It does not interfere with 
already approved flood relief or 
navigation projects, but provides 
for their completion and furnishes 
the funds for so doing. 

“9 It does not interfere with 
or change the existing status of 
any project under way in the val- 
ley on either the main river or 
any of its tributaries 

“9 It does not interfere with 
or change the power or duties of 
the Federal Power Commission, 
but specifically exempts this com.- 
mission from interference. 

“4—It does not interfere with 
or change control of the Inland 
Waterways Corporation operating 
the barge lines.

Flood Control Essential but 
Is Linked With Building 
Up of River Routes and 
With Reclamation. 


Flood control measures by the 
Federal Government are neces- 
sary, Secretary of Commerce Her- 
bert Hoover declared in his ad- 
dress at the Mississippi Valley As- 
sociation dinner at Hotel Statler 
last night. But he insisted that 
the necessity of these measures 


ij should not divert public attention 


from the improvement of waterway 
transportation, which is as import- 
ant to the states suffering from 
the flood as it is to the rest of the 
ceuntry. 

The dinner was attended by sev- 
eral hundred delegates to the two- 
day convention of the Mississippi 
Valley Association, and by many 
St. Louis business men. Other 
speakers were Gen, John J. Persh- 
ing, Commander of the American 
Expeditionary Forces; E. E. Dent- 
son, Congressman from the Twen- 
ty-fifth Illinois district, and J. K. 
Shields, former Senator from Ten- 
nessee. , 

Secretary Hoover referred to his 
experience in directing the Red 
Cross flood relief activities, and 
said he had been impressed with 
the necessity of immediate and 
final prevention of a recurrence 
of floods, 

Loss to Entire Nation. 

The destructiveness of the re- 
cent flood, Secretary Hoover said, 
was due partly to the growing 
populousness of the region subject 
to high water. About 750,000 per- 
sons had to flee from the flood 
this year, and the next such disas- 
ter might find several million per- 
scons living in the danger zone. 

The loss caused by the flood, he 
said, was not confined to the flood 
sufferers, but the whole American 
people lost in the destruction o3 
crops, and workers, farmers and 
railway investors lost through the 
decreased buying power of the re- 
gion affected. 

“Economic reasoning, not ora- 
tory” is needed, said the Cabinet 
member, who remarked at another 
point of his speech that “we have 
in many cases abandoned the pour- 
ing of cement in order to pour out 
our emotions.” 

The Farmers’ Competitors, 

He then took up the economic 
discussion of the problem of trans- 
portation costs as affecting the 
farmer. American farmers, he 
said, are in competition for world 
markets with Eastern Europe, Ar- 
gentina, Australia and India, all 
nearer to seaboard than is the 
American Middle West. The Pan- 
ama Canal has increased the trans- 
portation disadvantages of the 
Middle West as compared with the 
seaboard. Taking as a measuring 
unit the number of cents requi-red 
to carry a ton of staple goods, he 
said: 

“Before the war New York was 
1904 cents away from San Fran- 
cisco, while now it is only 1680 
cents away. But a given Mid-West 
point, which was 2600 cents away 
from the Pacific Coast before the 
war, is today 3114 cents away. In 
effect this Mid-West point has 
moved 514 cents away from the 
Pacific Coast, while New York has 
moved 224 cents closer to the Pa- 
cific Coast, <A similar calculation 
will show ‘*t in the same period 
this Mid-West point has moved €94 
cents away from the markets of the 
Atlantic seaboard and South 
America, 

Injuring Mid-West Business. 

“All this causes certain types of 
Mid-West business o migrate to 
seaboard. It steadily tends to es- 
tablish manufacture nearer to sea- 
board and farther from the heart 
of agriculture, to the mutual dis- 
advantage of both, It likewise has 
a tendcncy to limit the area of Mid- 
West wholesale distribution. Indi- 
vidual merchants and manufac- 


many instances of it all. 

“The remedy lies in finding 
cheaper transportation in bulk pro- 
ducts of agriculture 2nd in raw ma- 
terials.” 

The railroads cannot lower their 
rates without impairment of their 
efficiency, Secretary Hoover said, 
and the Panama Canal cannot be 
closed, or rates of ocean carriers 
increased. Therefore, he said, the 
rivers should be deepened to per- 
mit modern barge traffic, the out- 
let to the Great Lakes should be 
deepened to permit ocean-going 
shipping, and all should be con- 
nected in a definite transportation 
system. 

The objective, he pointed out. 
should be deepening of the Missis- 
sippi and its tributaries to mini- 
mum depths of 6 to 9 feet, to per- 
mit modern barge service, and the 
Great Lakes should be connected 
with the Atlantic by the St. Law- 
rence international waterway. 

Not Barking Back to Romance. 

In some sections, he said, there 
appears to be “the lingering no- 
tion that we are trying to restore 
the romantic steamboating days, 
with gay river steamers whistling 
down the. reaches, with possible 
Mark Twains aboard. Iam not 
averse to romance when it can be 
had without cost to the taxpayers. 
What we are trying to do liacks

our streams so that they become 
unfailing channels for flocks of 
steel barges, shepherded by puffing 
tugs. It lacks splendor and the 
glorious adventure of the olden 
days, but each flock will carry at 
a single trip from 4000 to 16,000 
tons, more than say 50 old-fashion- 
ed packetboats or more than five 
modern freight trains.” 

Secretary Hoover took up three 
objections to waterway develop- 
ment—that it will not yield the 
economic benefits promised; that 
it will too heavily burden taxpay- 
ers; and that it may injure the 
railway systems. He said the ac- 
complishments of the Government 
barge line between St. Louis and 
New Orleans, with the reductions 
effected in rates on wheat, coffee 
and sugar, proved the economic 
benefit possible. The burden on 
tHe taxpayers will be moderated, he 
said, by the spreading of the work 
and its cost over two to 10 years, 
with an increase over present river 
and harbor expenditures of $20,- 
000,000 a year. He quoted “the 
most successful statesman in econo- 
my in our national history, Presi- 
dent Coolidge,” as terming the pro- 
posed projects “a capital invest- 
ment.” 

Raitways in no Danger. 


As to the railroads, he said their 
business was growing and will con- 
tinue to grow, regardless of the 
growth of waterways and of high- 
way motor traffic. 

In undertaking the proposed 
program, Secretary Hoover said, it 
should be understood that the ap- 
propriations are to continue until 
the work is carried to completion, 
otherwise it should not be under- 
taken. : 

Increase of river transportation 
was necessary, he said, and plans 
must be made for the ultimate tak- 
ing over of river transportation by 
private enterprise, 

“An appalling Jack of co-ordinat- 
ed action” was shown by a survey 
of the Federal and State agencies 
which control the different phases 
of the waterway problem, Secretary 
Hoover said. Besides transporta- 
tion, he said, these problems were 
flood control, reclamation, irriga- 
tion, water distribution and water 
rights. The powers relating to 
these matters lies in four separate 
agencies .of the Federal Govern- 
ment, and within the States, by two 
to five different, State agencies. 
“As many as 30 different inde- 
pendent governmental agencies 
may be interested in the develop- 
ment of a single drainage,” he 
said. “There is at times bitter con- 
flict between these agencies, and 
between states. I need cite no 
greater instances than the Colorado 
River, the Chicago drainage diver- 
sion and even the Mississippi flood, 
because the sacrifice of flood con- 
trol to reclamation has been one of 
the contributory causes_of that dis- 
aster. 

“I do not believe,” he continued, 
“that we should ruthlessly uproot 
institutions, services and relations 
between our States and the Federa! 
Government in order that we may 
-attain a pcper perfection in plans 
of organization. What we really 
need is that we should build within 
these agencies the necessary links 
of co-ordination in such manner as 
will maintain’ both our local gov- 
ernment and national responsibill- 
ty, yet secure the co-ordinated de- 
velopment of.each drainage. 

“Two years ago I made a tenta- 
tive suggestion, and every event 
since that time has brought fur- 
ther confirmation of ita necessity. 
That was, that we shouia create 
separately upon a half dozen of 
our great drainages, where mul- 
tiple problems occur, advisory com- 
missions on which not only the 
various branches of our Federal 
Government should be represented, 
but the State Governments con- 
cerned should be represented and. 
where necessary. local authorities 
also should have a voice; that it 
should be the duty of these advi- 
sory commissions to determine 
bread policies upon which the de- 
velopment should take piace, that 
they should develop pians by which 
the different agencies of naviga- 
tion, flood control, power, reclama-

Maj. Gen, Edgar Jadwin, chief 
of Engineers, U. 8. A. today gave 
the Mississippi Valley Association 
some advance information on his 
forthcoming report on flood con- 
trol measures, in his talk before 
the Association's convention at 
Hotel Statler. 

“My recommendation will be 
ready by the time Congress con- 
yenes in December, he said. “Some 
of the details are not yet finally 
fixed. While such reports are not 
made public until received by 
Congress, I am justified at this 
time in telling you that it will 
probably include: 


Strengthening the levees and 
probably raising them siightly, 

More bank protection, 

Spillways in the vicinity of 
New Orleans. 

Floodways in the Tensag and 
Atchafalaya basins. Those will 
restrict the flow in the main 
river in accordance with sound 
economics and the gpecial econ- 
ditions obtaining in each basin. 

Possibly safety valve spillways 
to limit the damage incident to 
crevasses in case a flood should, 
occur even larger than is being 
definitely provided. for, 

And an increase in the propor- 
tion of the cost to be borne by 
the Federal Governrient. 


Many Visionary Proposals, 

“It is not practical,” Gen. Jad- 
win continued, “toe diseugzs all the 
schemes that have been suggested 
for the control of the Mississippi 
River. Many of those are obvi- 
ously too visionary to warrant se- 
rious study. We do not want to 
dig enormous channels half way 
across the contine through 
mountain ranges nor pump through 
pipe lines over 2,000,000 feet of 
water per second from Cairo, Iil., 
to the Gulf ef Me Many plans 
that are frequently mentioned 
must be discarded either because 
the cost is out of proportion to 
the benefits, too much good land 
would be sacrificed, or because of 
the length of time necessary for 
their accomplishment or wuncer- 
tainty as to their results and ef- 
fects. Included in this group are 
dredging the bed of the river, 
dredging side channels, wholesale 
moving back of the levees, 
straightening the channel, clearing 
the batture or floodway, and re- 
forestation. 
“The reservoir theory is an ideal 
one when it can be applied. It ex- 
pects to hold the water where it 
falls, op comparatively cheap land, 
and where it can be held without 
harm to anyone, It aims to attack 
the problem at the seat of the 
trouble. Some excellent plans for 
small areas have been consunmmat- 
ed successfully on this theory. 
Undoubtedly the principle of res- 
ervoirs is sound. 
“The Missisippi is so large that 
it involves a problem different 
from any other that has been con- 
sidered. The larger part of the 
rain water causing the highest wa- 
ter In the lower Mississippi falis 
below reservoir sites on the a- 
waters of tributaries. In ad 
much of the water which could be 
retained in headwater reservoirs 
would be stopped so far from the 
flood areas that it would be 4fffi- 
cult to so regulate the stoppage as 
to affect materially a reduction 
in stage below Cairo. 

Reservoir Plan Studied, 
“For the last six months the en- 
ginecer districts In the Missiasipp! 
watersh*d have been making a 
study of the possibility of lowering 
flood heights by means of reser- 
voirs, The results are being’ con- 
solidated in my office by @ spe- 
cial reservoir board. 
“Our problem at this time 
been to study reservoir possihilt- 
tles in so far as their effect on 
Mississippi floods may be. These 
studies have required us to Clecard 
many sites as being too expensive 
for the reduction tn flood height 
cused by them. Others show up 
more favorably. but few ff 
them can now be justified

Gary's Views on State Road Bonds. 
To the Editor of the Post-Diapaich. 

NOTICE in “Missouri Roads” for Oc- 

tober, 1927, a quotation from a Post- 
Dispatch editorial entitied, “Pay as You 
Go or Bonds.” 

I note that this editorial takes the 
time element into consideration. The 
proponents of the proposed $120,000,000 
bond issue say they can finish the roads 
in four years, whatever that means. 

I desire to point out that no bonds 
from the proposed $120,000,000 issue or 
any other bond issue can be made avail- 
able before 1930. Therefore, assuming 
all they say is true, instead of four years 
the time is six years from now. I con- 
tend this can be accomplished without 
any other bond issue. 

I want to repeat what I have said 
about bringing the 7640 miles of State 
system roads to a practicable all-weather 
mileage. No more bonds are needed for 
this purpose, nor can any new bond is- 
sue materially speed up the total mile- 
age being made aH-weather roads. 

Again, I am on record, and again re- 
peat: There is no need of increasing 
the automobile registration fees or the 
two-cént gasoline tax to enable the High- 
way Department to carry through the 
undertakings. 


On the other hand, I have said that 
a reasonable bond issue, for the follow- 
ing purposes, might have merit: 

1. A bond issue that would provide 
that all counties and political subdivi- 
sions that have advanced money to the 
State under the McCullough-Morgan law 
should be reimbursed at once in addi- 
tional roads equivalent to the cash they 
advanced. It should also include a cash 
refund to all counties and political sub- 
divisions that have advanced money un- 
der the centennial road law. The total 
sum needed for this purpose would be 
between 10 and 12 million dollars. 

2. A bond issue that would provide 
approximately $20,000.000 as State aid 
to counties and political subdivisions 
that wish to build connecting roafis un- 
der the supervision of the State High- 
way Commission or in accordance with 
the Painter act. The State aid should 
be on the basis of 50 per cent and it 
should also limit the amount any one 
county codid secure. The proportion be- 
ing determined on the same basis as 
Federal money-is distributed to the re- 
spective states. Any county, however. 
falling to utilize its apportionment with- 
in a period of five years from the date 
the money is available should forfeit its 
right to secure aid and the amount avail- 
able to such county should be redistrib- 
uted to other counties that have utilized 
the full amount apportioned. 

3. A bond issue that would provide ap- 
proximately $30,000.000 to be used un- 
der the-direction of the State Highway 
Commission on any portion of the State 
road system and on such additional con- 
necting roads (not to exceed 1000 miles). 
which the commission deems necessary 
in completing and perfecting a system 
of State roads. The expenditure of this 
money should in no way change the final 
apportionment of funds to the secondary 
roads in the respective counties in the 
State or to the primary system.

AN IMPORTANT CONVENTION. 

Since the last convention of the Mississippi Valley 
Association, which has been interested hitherto in 
the commercial development of the Mississippi River 
and its tributaries, there has been added this year 
by the high water of last spring the acute problem 
of flood control. 
| This has given the convention now in progress in 
St. Louis an importance and interest which its prede- 
_cessors have not had the good fortune to possess. It 
has coupled with «»2mmercial development of the riv- 
ers the national necessity to forestall another such 
devastating flood as that which recently laid a great 
area of the country waste and left it bereft of its 
flocks and crops. 

These two causes, both of great importance to the 
country, are therefore joined in one. Perhaps the 
unity of interest is best illustrated by Mr. Hoover. 
As the Secretary of Commerce he is interested in 
relating river and lake traffic in the inland country 
to the whole fabric of transportation, and as an en- 
gineer he is interested as well in how these rivers 
‘may be used as in how they can be stripped of their 
‘power to do harm. This latter problem is 
‘soon to engage the attention of Congress. It is not 
faeaahe that wa know.the solution, but we will very 
likely know it by the time the convention adjourns. 
It is the -rincipal function of the gathering in St. 
Louis. made up ac “‘ is of business men who have 
civen years to the river revival, of engineers, mem- 
bers of Congress, and two men from the President’s 
Cabinet, to resolve all the suggestions that have been 
made into a :‘:cle program. This is what the con- 
vention is doing. How the rivers can be controlled 
is not a matter at which Concress can be expected 
to get with any assurance unless it first has the ben- 
efit of such a discussion by experts as that which js 
being held in St. Louis. Virtually everybody in the 
‘country who is interested in the rivers, whether from 
the point of view of commerce or tHe prevention of 
flocd, is participating in the discussion. It has the 
benefit of the best possible engineering advice, plus 
the commercial vision of those who foresee in the 
rivers under control a source of power and a means 
to wealth. 

It is, as the Post-Dispatch has said, a big job for 
a big country. Officers of the association think it 
will cost a billion dollars to provide the necessary 
levees, reservoirs, spillways, etc., with which the 
rivers are to be brought under control, and they 
anticipate that the country can pay this at the rate 
of $100,000,000 a year. It is to be assumed that some- 
thing approximating this will go from the convention 
as a recommendation to Congress. This plan, under 
the title of the Missouri plan, has been embodied in 
a bill by Senator Hawes. The Mississippi and its 
tributaries are a inland waterways system, and 
to deliver that system under control for the uses of 
commerce is a task such as few nations have under- 
taken. It is an even bigger job than the United 
States ‘-ckicd at Panama.

THE BURNS AGENCY. FROM THE INSIDE. 


Has the Burns Detective Agency finally strangled 
itself? Has the blatant head of that agency, William 
J. Burns, at last reached the end of his tether? 

Those questions are fairly posed by the latest reve- 
lation in the lurid aftermath of the Fall-Sinclair trial. 

A Burts operative, William J. McMullin, has made 
affidavit that he signed false reports and made a false 
affidavit on which Burns based his charge of jury 
tampering by the Government. This instrument had 
to do with the alleged shadowing of Harris R. Lamb, 
a special assistant to the Attorney-General. It re- 
cited how Lamb had been trailed to a flying field, 
where he talked with a juror, Norman L. Glasscock. 
Lamb’s identity was established by the license tag of 
his automobile. 

The spurious charge, it will be recalled, was rid- 
dled by Lamb’s statements of provable and proved 
facts. On the day in question Lamb’s car was in a 
garage for repair. Lamb was not at the designated 
flying field on that day. He never visited that flying 
field in his life. He was playing golf at the time the 
Burns operative reported him talking with the juror. 

The Burns operative, McMullin, swears that Lamb 
was never shadowed at all; that the whole story was 
fabrication: that Burns knew it was false; that he 
(McMullin) was required to make the false affidavit 
by those directing the shadowing operations. 

What about McMullin? Is he reliable? Can he be 
believed? That he betrayed his employer is unde- 
niable. As a matter of fact he worked hand in glove 
with the Government’s counsel. His explanation is 
that he was disgusted with the whole rotten job. 
He confided first in former Gov. Pinchot of Pennsy]- 
vania what the Burns outfit was trying to do. Pinchot 
reported to Owen J. Roberts of the Government’s spe- 
cial oil counsel. Under the Government’s instruc- 
tions McMullin continued to serve ostensibly as a 
Burns operative. He kept the Government’s counsel 
informed of the Burns agency’s activities. He double- 
crossed the Burns gang. He even signed the false 
affidavit under orders of Special Counsel Roberta 
The thing resolved itself into a game of wits between 
the Government and the Burns agency, with the Gov- 
ernment advised of almost every move of its secret 
adversary. When the time was ripe the Government 
moved for a mistrial. 

That is the story given out by District Attorney 
Gordon and related in substance to the grand jury 
by McMullin.. McMullin is vouched for by Gov. 
Pinchot, who declared that McMullin had come to 
him “freely and out of patriotic loyalty to the Gov- 
ernment, asked no promise of reward, though he was 
likely to lose his job and perhaps his life.” 

If McMullin has told the truth the Burns Detective 
Agency has engaged for hire in a conspiracy to be- 
smirch the Government of the United States and to 
defeat the processes of justice in the case of the mul- 
timillionaire defendant, Harry F. Sinclair, and the 
broken, hypocritical old remnant of the degraded man 
whom the Supreme Court of the United States has 
called “a faithless public officer.” 

If McMullin has told the truth no official’s reputa- 
tion is safe and no court’s capacity to function is 
secure while the Burns Detective Agency is privileged 
to serve its moneyed master. 

If McMullin has told the truth the Burns Detective 
Agency is a conscienceless camorra that can be en- 
listed in a treasonable assault upon the Government 
cf the United States. 

Whether McMullin has told the truth will present- 
ly te determined. Meantime it may fairly be ven- 
tured that this latest revelation, shocking and sin- 
ister as it is, fits morally into the whole shocking, 
sinister pattern of the infamy of Teapot Dome. 
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HASTENING STREET WIDENING. 

The effort of Street and Sewer Commissioner 
Brooks to hasten the widening of Market street is 
thoroughly commendable.

Ancient Musical Travesty Is 
Well Done by English Com- 
pany at the Odeon. 


By E. ROY ALEXANDER. 

“The Beggar’s Opera,” an eight- 
eenth century play of studied banal- 
ities and rigid stage action in 
travesty of the more serious stage 
works of its time, formed a quaint- 
ly entertaining diversion from the 
usual run of musical and _  semi- 
musical attractions of the season 
at the Odeon, where it was given 
last night as the second offering 
of the Civic Music League. 

Presented in 1728, the year after 
it was written by John Gay, “The 
Beggar's Opera” was aimed par- 
ticularly at satirizing the tendency 
of the plays of that time to re- 
volve about the doings of fine gen- 
tlemen and ladies, so that the Beg- 
gar, who introduces his play in a 
Sort of a prologue,:- states of his 
characteries that “there is not an 
honest man or an honorable wom- 
an in the lot.” 

The action is a _  hit-or-miss, 
loosely woven recital of the vicisst- 
tudes of one Capt. Macheath, a red- 
coated highwayman with a ringing 
voice and exaggerated airs of re- 
finement, who has a weakness for 
marrying whatever pretty woman 
strikes his eye—and there were 
many in the cast. 

Among the ladies that become 
his wives are Polly Peachum, the 
daughter of a villanous be-wigged 
lawyer, and Lucy Lockit, the 
daughter of the keeper of Newgate 
prison. These two worthies make 
a substantial if dishonest livelihood 
by betraying into the law’s hands 
such celebrities of crime as will 
bring them decent rewards for their 
service—and, of course, the Cap- 
tain, as a celebrated highwayman 
and gang leader, is for them fine 
game. 

After much discourse on the 
question of ‘‘getting the next ses- 
sions to hang the rascal’—all of 
which is by way of poking fun at 
the readiness with which the law 
exacted the extreme penalty _in 
those days—Lockit and Peachtm 
finally contrive to get the good 
captain into jail and lay the plans 
for his hanging. fu 

His wives, visiting him, produce 
situations which were funny when 
the play was first produced, but 
vastly overworked since, but in any 
event, the Captain finally escapes 
by the aid of one of his mates. 
Later he is recaptured and. held 
under double precautions to be 
hanged. 

As he stands with the rope about 
his neck in the last act, however, 
the Beggar, who has been watch- 
ing proceedings from the  foot- 
lights, is called into consultation 
by Filch, one of Lockit’s satellites. 
The idleness of hanging the high- 
wayman is pointed out to the tat- 
terdemalion author, anf a reprieve 
is arranged, so that.the play ends 
with the Captain dancing with his

its powers or duties in time of 
war or in preparation for war.” 

Says Situation Has Changed. 

Senator Hawes said that a rea- 
son formerly existed, in the re- 
quirements of national defense, for 
War Department control of the 
waterways, but that the situation 
in this respect has changed so that 
there is no more reason why the 
War Department should control 
the river than why the Interior 
Department or the Department of 
Commerce should do so. 

Flood control, apart from navi- 
gation, might not be held by the 
courts to belong to Federal au- 
thority, Senator Hawes said, but 
flood control as part of navigation 
program is clearly within Federal 
power. 

At present, he sald, the Missis- 
sippi River Commission is “a sort 
of stepchild of the War Depart- 
ment, and it has always been 
starved to death.” He insisted that 
he was not criticising individuals, 
but the system, and he praised the 
present Secretary of War and Chief 
of Army: Engineers, both speakers 
on the association’s program. The 
present condition, he said, is not 
the fault of the Secretary of War, 
the Army Engineers or the Missis- 
sippi River Commission, but of 
Congress, which should provide a 


money to administer it. 

Freer Hand for Engineers, 

“It is not our plan to take the 
army engineer from the river,” he 
said. “We should put him back 
with a larger vision, with a freer 
hand, and a policy defined by Con- 
gress which is connected and con- 
tinuous.”’ 


Discussing the means of financ- 
ing the plan, Senator Hawes said 
the demand for tax reduction and 
farm relief legislation was insis- 
tent, and that the river plan should 
be carried out through a bond is- 
sue.

Cannot Borrow From Another. 


The council] aleo adopted a rule 
aimed at the financial practices by 
which, it is said, Ban Johnson built 
up his weaker clubs until t 
ali able to stand alone. No club or | 
league official shall be stockholders 
in another club, or become guaran- 
tor .r surety for any other club. 
without the approval of the advis- 
ory council. Several of the Ameri- 


can Le#ague clubs are said to owe! v 


their present etrong financial! posi- | 
tion to Ban Johnson and his finan- | 
cial amiatance at critical times. So 
far as known, Johnson never owned 
stock in any of the American 
League clubs, but he had at times 
arranged loans for practically all 
of them. 

Mike H. Sexton, president of the 
minor leagues, joined the big three 
of the majors in their discussion 
of rujes regulating the relations of 
the majors and minora, though he 
is not an official member of the 
council. 

A player who has given three 
years of service to either or both 
major leagues could not be sent 
back to the “bushes” on option, un- 
der another new rule. This would 
prevent a rich club from holding 
strings on too many finished play- 
ers by keeping them farmed out 
in the small leagues, subject to re- 
call in an emergency. 


Would Have Disabled List. 


A disabled player list for each 
club would be created under an- 
other new rule. A player injured 
or sick can be transferred to the 
disabled list, and his place filled 
on the active roster of 26 men per- 
mitted the major league clubs. The 
disabled player could not be re- 
turned to the active ist for 60 days. 

Several rules of conduct for um- 
pires, both major and minor, were 
drawn up. No one connected with 
a ball club, from president to bat 
boy, would be allowed to loan 
money to an umpire or become a 
surety for him. No umpire shall 
receive, or even be offered money, 
for recommending a player from 
his league to some higher ranking 
circuit, or to another club in the 
eame league.

Marsters, Playing First Year 
Covered 1930 Yards in 8 
Games — 85 Yards His 
Best Run.

HANOVER, N. H., Nov. 15.— 
Al Marsters, sophomore halfback, 
gained more than a mile of ground 
for Dartmouth’s football team this 
year. Playing his first year of in- 
tercollegiate football he covered a 
total of 1934 yards of enemy terri- 
tory in eight games. 

He ran back 36 kicks for a total 
of 564 yards; carried the ball 105 
times from scrimmage for a dis- 
tance of 709% yards; threw 34 
successful forward passes for a to.« 
tal of 462 yards, and covered 199 
yards himself on the receiving end 
of passes. 

He averaged 15 2-8 yards in run- 
ning back kicks and 6 4-5 yards a 
play from scrimmage, or 8% yards 
a game. 

His most spectacular return of a 
kick was one of 65 yards for a 
touchdown in the game with Cor- 
nell here Saturday. His longest run 
was in the same game, when he 
took a lateral pass from Hamm on 
a Cornell kickoff and twisted 
through. the Cornell team for 85 
yards and a touchdown. A few min- 
utes later he caught a pass from 
Lane and raced 45 yards fora 
score, but was recalled because a 
Dartmouth end stepped off-side. 
The play does not figure in the 
statistics.

Ap open verdict was returned to- 
day at the inquest in the case of 
Henry B. Krenning, one-time pres- 
ident of the defunct Dorris Motor 
Co., who died yesterday at Barnes 
Hospital of cerebral meningitis 
which developed from «4 bullet 
wound in the right temple. Wheth- 
er death was “accidental or inten- 
tional,” was not determined by the 
Coroner's jury. © 

Krenning, who was 65 years old, 
shot himself Nov. 1 at his country 
place, "The Maples,” at Arcadia, 
Mo. After treatment by physi- 
clans of Arcadia he was removed 
to Barnes Hospital. Surgeons were 
unable to extract the bullet, and 
infection spread, resulting in cere- 
bral meningitis, and paralysis of 
the left side. 

His widow testified that she was 
in another room and did not hear 
the shot fired. Her first thought, 
she said, when she discovered his 
body was that he had succumbed 
to heart disease, from which he 
had suffered for 10 years.

That Audacity Is All That 
Is Needed to Fool the 
Credulous Public. 


LONDON. 
1) «: DOROTHY LOGAN, having 


admitted that her channel 

swim was a hoax, has let loose 
a storm of protest over her action 
in keeping the secret until she had 
reaped a harvest of public recep- 
tions, banquets and congratulatory 
messages from her friends. In con- 
trast with other famous hoaxers 
of recent history she has been cruel 
only to herself, says Lord Birken- 
head, who has headed the protest- 
ants against the lady’s “abuse of 
the patience of the long-suffering 
British public.” 

Wilhelm Voigt, the perpetrator. 
o7 the famous Capt . Koepenick 
episode, which turned the whole 
German military machine into rid- 
icule in pre-war days, paid for his 
hoax with a few years behind the 
bars, and Dr, Cook, who enjoyed 
a time of world-wide fame follow- 
ing his declaration of discovery of 
the North Pole, was a disgraced 
man when his claim wags found to 
have been false. 

Yet the Koepenick Captain has 
escaped harsh judgment. He was 
a cobbler by trade and he con- 
ceived the happy idea of putting 
on a Captain’s uniform, marching 
into the Koepenick Town hall, or- 
dering the arrest of the Mayor and 
taking away the small cash. His 
whole scheme came off according 
to plan. 

The Mayor, who must have had 
an uneasy conscience, for he later 
admitted that he thought he was 
being arrested for 
along quietly. Only the Mayor's 
wife raised such a rumpus that 
Kaiser Wilhelm declared that she 
had been the only man in the 
scandalous transaction. The Kai 
ser tried to laugh the incident off 
and in public referred to the 
pseudo-Captain as a “genial Tras- 
cal.” but in private he raged vith 
fury, for he considered it the great- 
est blot that had ever been cast 
upon the German army. 


HE cobbler went to jail, but the 
T Germans had had such a good 

laugh at the expense of the 
army that they raised a subscrip- 
tion for him and his wife. The 
widow of a Berlin merchant Prince 
even went so far as to allow him 
a pension, which he enjoys to this 
very day. 

Hoaxes perpetrated on the pub- 
lic in-recent years were not all of 
harmless type that Dr. Logan just 
pulled. There was, for instance, 
Mme. Humbert, the famous French 
impostor, who persuaded the bank- 
ers and politicians of France that 
she had millions In a safe. The 
safe was as mythical as the mil- 
lions and Mme. Humbert finally 
landed in jail, but not until she 
had extracted real millions from a 
host of small and big investors. 

Another modern Amnanias was 
Louis de Rougemenont, whose real 
name was the rather cynically 
sounding Henri Grin. He was a 
Swiss who began life as a walter.
